Danielle Cumming 



Classical guitarist Danielle Cumming is an active performer, studio 
teacher and lecturer. She holds a Doctorate in Performance from 
McGill University and a Masters in Performance from the University 
of Toronto, where she studied with Norbert Kraft. 

A native of Canada, Danielle’s performances have been broadcast 
on national television and radio. In addition to giving recitals in 
North America, Danielle has performed in Europe and has served 
on international guitar competition juries. After a year of study in 
Spain, Danielle released her solo CD, postcards, a recording of 
20th century repertoire with world music influences. She continued 
to pursue her interest in issues of exoticism in classical and 
popular guitar music in her doctoral paper, Led Zeppelin and Carlo 
Domeniconi: Truth Without Authenticity? 

In addition to teaching guitar and popular music history at Salisbury 
University, Danielle is also a certified yoga instructor, and has 
created and taught yoga programs to help musicians prevent 
injuries and handle performance anxiety.
